Washington, 
D. C., July 
24.—^The 
$640,000,000 airplane bill became 
a 
lay today with President Wilson's sig- 
nature. 


This immense appropriation is only 
the beginning of preparations for the 
campaign intended to overwhlm Ger- 
many f r o m the air. 
More than 20,000 
planes are to be built as a fire incre- 
ment and there will be m a n y thousands 
of aviators. 


The first task will be the instruction 
of a vast a r m y of American fliers. G«r- 
m a n y realizing the danger of the air 
campaign already is feverishly build- 
ing airplanes to flght the fleets coming 
to overwhelm her. 
The element of 
speed therefore is foremost in building 
the American 
fleet. 


This feature was emphasized today 
in a statement by Howard E. Coffin, 
chairman of the aircraft production 
board of the council of national de- 
fense. 


"The program must be carried out 
with a promptness equal to that dis- 
played by 
congress In 
passing 
the 
measure," he said. 


"It is a task demanding all the in- 
itiative and power of an American In- 
dustry for its consummation and, just 
for that reason, one to which the na- 
tion will respond. 
All world records 
for industrial development of a new 
art must be broken. 
Whatever crimes 
later m a y be laid at the door of those 
who are to direct this work in action 
or slowness In accomplishment 
must 
not be one of them. 
We are prepared 
to go ahead at once with the expended 
plans which the appropriation 
makes 
possible. 


"One word of caution only need be 
said hei-e. 
Under ordinary conditions 
at least a year would be required for 
the industrial preparation which this

Dill testified that he saw Fishback and 
Ray Landess, who is jointly indicted 
with him, and Harry Weist, who also 
is charged with the murder, in the 
streets of Redkey at 11:15 the night 
o fthe murder.

to Get Money with Which 
to Finish His Ministerial 


could be welterweight champion of the world. 
This Matthews does not admit. He does admit, 
however, that he has no ambition to attain 
Kreat ring honors. 


"I would not give 5 cents to win the cham- 
pionship of the world," is the way Mattliews 
puts It. "I merely light to get enough money to 
complete my ministerial studies. 
When I be- 
come a minister of the Christian Church I will 
have done with the ring. 
Now I iight only 
enough to keep me in funds." 


Young Matthews always has had a strong re- 
ligious leaning. 
He wanted to be a minister 
long before he became a prlieflghter. Down at Studies. 


he was possessed by the spirit of love. He was 
possessed by the demon of an awful punch. 
Peter Maher who, after he had been beaten by 
Fitz at New Orleans something like twenty- 
live years ago, said: 


"Shure it is not a man at all, he is, it's a 
divvle." 


Bob's Former Message a Punch. 


Now Fltzsimmons has got rid of his punch, 
and, with that, his personal devil, and would, 
he says, "deliver a message to young men." 


Wonderful how many men over 50 find them- 
selves with messages to deliver to men under 30. 
Why Is it that old men always have messages 
to deliver and that young men always refuse to 
accept these messages? 
When Fitz was a 
young man he had a message to deliver also. 
It waa in the form of a most awful and terrific 
punch landed either on the Jaw or in the pit of 
the stomach. There was a second message de-» 
livered, in this case, by the referee. It was to 
this effect: "You're out,"

Fitzsimmons, himself, was r?ot a good listener 
in the days of his youth. 
He loved "wine, 
v/omen and song." There was a time when he 
"chased" his champagne with whisky. 
That 
was "some shot." He has been married thrlco. 


Fredericksburg they were wont to say that he 
would one day be a Methodist minister. 
Boxer by Accident. 


His family was of the Methodist faith. When 
Matthews came to St. Louis to work his way 
through college, he was still a Methodist. Later 
he became a member of the First Christian 
Church, of which Dr. John L. Brandt is pastor. 


Matthews never meant to be a boxer. "I just 
slipped into it," he says. 
He was around the 
old Crescent Athletic Club, near Twenty-ninth 
and Olive streets. 
The boys there put on the" 
gloves a good deal. 
Matthews, a stranger in 
town, Eought companionship in the club and 
was induced to try his hand with the mittens. 
He proved to be strong and fast. 
He soon 
picked up the rudiments of boxing. 
He was 
asked to spar with a young man at a club 
smoker. 
He did so. 
The match was so goofl 
that the boys were asked to repeat it. 
They 
did. 
Matthews got a watch for his share of 
the prize. Employment was not easy to obtain. 
He found- that he couli make money by public 
exhibitions of boxing. 
So, driven by econom- 
ical necessity, Matthews entered the ring. 


"I did not know whither I was drifting," he 
said. 
"I am sure that most young boj's of 18 
and 19 do not know where they are drifting. If 
left to their own devices, they do the best they 
can to get along. 
A place to eat and a place 
to sleep marks the limit of their horizons. Eat-' 
ing and sleeping seem to be necessary. When a 
boy must think of them above all things, ho 
quickly ocmes to think of little else. 


eight or ten rounds degenerate into brutal slug- 
ging mfitches when both men got tired, ill- 
tempered and worn. 


"Then the very conditions under which box- 
ing exi.^ta brings the temptation for dishonesty. 
Take a 
firsi-class 
fighter. 
He fights on the 
level all the time. The first thing he knows he 
has fought himself otit of opponents and out of 
a living. 
He has beaten all the men in hia 
class. Ho must do one of three things, give up 
the ring, go out of his class, or stay in the ring, 
his clasn and fake. 


"I wish to say that as far as I know there Is 
little faking in the ring, though the tempta- 
tions are great. 1 have noticed that long fights 
make for faking. Take two men of high rank 
who are evenly matched for a long fight. Thtt 
man who loses will lose a lot of reputation, 
money-making power and so-called honor. They 
both know that the fight will be long, hard 
and fateful. They get nervous about it. 


"Then some one suggests that it will be 
better for all parties that both men shall take 
it easily, 'stall,' as It is known, and have a 
draw. They are told that they will make more 
money,, run less risk and take less punishment 
by making .an agreement to go easily than if 
they fight it out on the level. They are shown 
that they can repeat their match in many 
towns if they fight to a draw. They are shown 
In plain figures that a draw means more money 
and less risk than a decision. 
Maybe one uf 
them plainly sees that if he wins this particular 
fight he will be unable to 
get 
other 
good 
tnatches in his class. 


"Under these circumstances it is not to be 
wondered that there are not more fake fights 
than there are. 


punish a man who may hurt or abuse you wltll 
fist or foul or tongue?" 


"I have never become angry lij the Ting." re- 
plied the young preacher pugilist. I never hav* 
any hard feelings for an opponent. I am never 
excited by conditions or by blows or wordta. I 
approach my flght« with an open and calm 
mind. I regard them as scientific, artlBtic dis- 
plays. I have never been maddened or angereil 
by a blow or by a word. 1 have never-deairatf 
to hurt or to punish an opponent. 


"I Jiave no qualms about knocking ovit aa Op- 
ponent, though. I have been knocked out my- 
self. and I know that it is a swift and BOt 
painful method of obtaining a deciBion. I 
tried to knock out many men. I hav* never 
tried to cut or hurt or punish any man nnnec* 
essarily. 


"I have been told that because I am not mean 
enousa. have not what ring people call 'devU*

Many of the lights of the ring have gone into 
the ministry and many ministers have loved to 
put on the gloves. 
There must be something 
In the phrase "militant Christianity." 


One of the most famous of nineteenth cen- 
tury evangelists, George Borrow, a man who 
did much to circulate the Bible, and who tran-i- 
iated the great ^ook 
into 
several tongues, 
loved prizefighting and, as he called 
them, 
"bruisers." 
Borrow was a man of exceptional 
education and character and the author of sev- 
eral books. 
He was 
a 
zealous 
evangelist 
though he never assumed orders. 
He did tre- 
mendous service for the Bible Society of Lon- 
don in circulating the inspired work in Russia, 
China and Spain. 
Borrow was a wonderful 
natural philologist, or student of language«. 
He was also the author of several books ot an 
autobiographic nature. 


Among them was "The Bible In Spain." a 
story or his adventures In the Spanish Penin- 
sula while circulating the Bible 
there. 
Hia 
"Lavengro" and "Romany Rye" are stories of 
his own life and adventures among the gypsies, 
tinkers, wayfaring men, boxers and country 
•MiOttM keepers of JCngland. 


In Favor of English Ale. 


One of the very finest appreciations of the 
old boxers of England appears in "Lavengro," 
while his own story of his impromptu bare- 
knuckle fight with Blazing Bosvilie, the "Flam- 
ing Tinnian," is a classic of pugilistic descrip - 
tion. Always a temperate man. Borrow writes 
strongly in favor of good old English ale, which 
he says is food for the faint of heart. 


Borrov/ never was averse to engaging In a 
sparring match for the fun of it. He once en- 
g.agfed in a match without gloves with a gypsy 
named Petulengro, who loved to 
fight. 
The 
gypsy thought that he could whip young Bor- 
row easily enough. 
Bo, quite unattended, they 
dismounted from their horses, and, at the In- 
sistent demand of Petulengro, stepped on to a 
nice green spot which appealed to the hearts -i' 
both as a very fit place for a tussle. 
Indeed, 
all through his books on philology, authorship, 
religion, etc.. Borrow never fails to speak witl» 
ardor o"f the glory of boxing and of the honesty 
and virility of the old-time bruisers of England. 


There was Bendigo, too, a champion of all 
England in the eighteenth century, who became 
an evangelist; 
Bendigo was a 
really 
great 
fighter. 
Conan Doyle writes of him with the 
utmost respect and admiration. 
At the very 
height of his pugilistic career Bendigo, oham-> 
pion of England, "got religion.' 
He abandoned 
the ring and took to the gospel tent, wherein. 
It is recorded, he did good work for the word.

too. Indeed. It was her influence that fetched 
Bob to quit the stage and Join the church. Fits 
was en tour with a burlesque company when 
his wife Joined him, after a separation, or 
series of separations, of many years. 
The fa- 
mous slugger could not wait to finish his tour. 
He begged his manager to release him that he 
might carry his message to young men. 


Old Men'a Advice Not Taken. 


Why always the message to young men? 
A 
smart young man has said that the best advic3 
he ever got was from an exceedingly wicked 
old man ar an old man who had, when he could, 
been exceedingly wicked. Why is it that devils 
beconie saints in old age? 
Why are old men 
always trying to do the Impoesibie^put old 
heads on young shoulders? 


Most of the reformed pugilists, Jockeys, base- 
ball players, etc., we have known, have beert 
old men or men past the glory of their youth. 
However, St. Louis has a preacher pugilist who 
is neither old nor decrepit nor worn out, nor 
without his punch. 


This young man was bom in Missouri and 
educated In ring ways and religious ways in 
Rt. Louis. 
He is Pierce Matthews, aged 28, 
. born near Fredericksburg, which is 100 miles 
east of St. Louis, on the Missouri Pacific Rail- 
road. and he Is a flrst-class fighting man.

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"1 am frank to say that had I known, could 
I have foreseen, whither I was bound, I would 
not have taken up boxing as a profession," 
continued young Matthews. 
"I have no wish to 
make light of my occupation or of the men 
who follow it, but I do not like the ring. 1 goi 
into it without knowing what I was doing. 
I 
have stayed in it to get money to pursue my 
theological studies. That is all. I box as little 
as possible. I do not care for money. -I wish 
that I had a lot of money, but only for the good 
that I might do with It. 


Pays Tribute to Bing. 


"1 wish to say that 1 meet many fine boys in 
the ring. 
They mean well, they do the best 
they can. The atmosphere of the ring, the ter- 
rible competition, some of the camp followers 
of pugilism, the betting men, the money chas- 
ers who follow the boxers and boxing, create a 
bad atmosphere, let the fighters themselves be 
ever so clean.

"I have known many a brave and gallant and 
generous boy to be unjustly accused of faking 
in th<. ring." 


Matthews mentioned one man who was ac- 
cused of faking in his match, then continued: 


"I do not know if the match was or was not 
a fake. I do know, however, that this man is 
one of the most generous, soft-hearted, lovable 
chaps In the world. He will do anything for a 
man In hard luck. I have seen him give away 
hundreds and hundreds of dollars. 
He is a 
clean-cut, efficient young American, who couM 
have been a great success in almost any busi- 
ness to which he might give his attention and 
energy. 
He drifted into the prize ring, has 
become a real star, and yet is reputed to be a 
faker. 
It is hard to believe that 
he 
would 
knowingly do a dishonest thing. 
But he Is in 
a dangerous game and that gives him a bad 
name.

enlisted 
in 
the 
Eleventh Indiana battery which was re- 
cruited in this .city. 
He sei^red through 
to the end of the war, and took part in 
'many of the most important battles, in- 
tludhig Corinth, Murfreesboro, Franklin, 


Tullahoma, Lookout Mountain and Mis- 
sionary 
Ridge. 
After 
the 
battle 
of 
Chickamauga he 
was 
with 
Sherman's 
army on its march through Georgia. The 
final battle of the war for the Eleventh 
Indiana was the battle at Nashville Dec. 
15, 1864, where the army of Gen. Hood 
was destroyed by Thomas. 
Mr. Rundell 
was later transferred to the Eighteenth 
battery, and was discharged at the end 
of the war in 1865. 


After the war Mr. Rundell again took 
employment with the Pennsylvania com- 
pany as a 
fireman 
and brakeman, and 
later became an engineer. 
He moved to 
Monroeville, where he conducted a store 
until 1890, when he again came ito Fort 
Wayne. He became engineer at the plant 
which furnished power for the 
street 
car lines. He was a member of the Union 
Veteran Legion No. 51, of Fort Wayne, 
and of the Lawton-Wayne post, G. A. R. 


Surviving relatives are the wife, three 
sons, Charles, Martin, a detective ser- 
geant of the police force, and William 
Rimdell, of Toledo; four sisters, Mrs. 
John Glenn, of Huntington; Mrs. Rich- 
mond, of Lima; Mrs. Frank Noll, and 
Mrs. Bennet, of Indianapolis.

100,000,000 
crowns have been illegally extorted as 
well as six million crowns in the form 
of forced subscriptions to Austrian war 
loans, the Austrian and Bulgarian Red 
Cross. 


Trade Is Ruined. 


Serbian trade is stated to have been 
ruined , by the abolition of the Serbian 
moratorium for the purpose of allow- 
ing enemy merchants to collect 6 per 
cent on debts estimated at a million 
crowns. 
Failure to pay is stated to be 
penalized by sale of property at ridic- 
ulous auction figures which allows the 
invaders to make immensely profitable 
purchases of large stocks of goods.

addition, many shops have been pil- 
laged and trade has fallen off at least 
one-half. 


"By such arbitrary measures towards 
our merchants and by means of the 
legalized pillage, the milltary*» authori- 
ties have attempted to ruin our trade," 
the note says.

Reports just compiled by the rail- 
roads' war board show that the rail- 
roads of the country in their co-opera- 
tive effort to realize In the interest of 
national 
defense the maximum of 
transportation of efficiency, have al- 
ready effected an extraordinary im- 
provement 
in the mount 
of 
coal 
handled. 


As its first Important official act. the 
railroads' war board directed that rail- 
roads should give preference to the 
movement of coal. 
The bord an- 
nounced, April 26th, as a reason for 
this ruling, that "The welfare of the 
nation and the nation's defense are ab- 
solutely dependent upon an adequate 
supply of coal for all purposes." 


Reports to the United States govern- 
nient, just available, show that in June 
tfie railroads of the country hauled 
750,323 cars of bituminous coal, an In- 
crease of 26.2 per cent over June last 
year. 


That the railroads are also provid- 
ing a much 
more 
nearly 
adequate 
transportation service for all classes of 
freight is Indicated by the fact that the 
unfilled car orders, or what is called the 
"car shortage," shows a reduction on 
June 30th of nearly 50 per cent from 
the situation on May 1st. The un- 
filled car orders on May 1st were 158,- 
827; on June 1st. they were 106.649, 
and on June 30th they had been re- 
duced to 77,144. 


In this emergency, when the rail- 
roads are making the utmost effort to 
give the maximum freight service. It 
is gratifying to the railroads' war 
board to be able to report the fine co- 
operation they are receiving from reg- 
ulating bodies and shippers in all parts 
of the country. The effect of this co- 
operation and effort is t be seen In the 
foregoing statement of results.

There is greater reason to fear, however, 
(that a food board would at length get itself 
in a hard knot, much after the fashion of 
ithe shipping board and instead of increasing 
í production, conserving stores and fairly regu- 
lating prices would spend its time and ex- 
haust its energies in heated contest of opinions 
and vain contentions of authority. 
General 
Goethals and Chairman Denman have frittered 
away many weeks of valuable time in a fruit- 
Jess effort to prevail the one over the other. 
The result- is that tonnage, now vitally the 
need of America and her allies, is diminishing 
by the U-boat process instead of increasing 
through the marshaling of American energy 
End resource. Both General Goethals and 
Chairman Denman are capable men. Either 
pursuing his own way would accomplish a 
Vast result, whereas each contending merely 
•for his own way is accomplishing little. 


There could be no fundamental objection to 
the creation of a food board of three members, 
as th8 senate bill provides, if the assurance 
were ready that the work of the board would 
. li.ot be halted or embarrassed by differences of 
, bpinion and method. Just how such an as- 
isurauce can be had does not appear. Not even 
extreme care in selection and purpose to take 
the biggest and best men the country can of- 
fer is ño assurance, as witness again the in- 
Btancé of the shipping board. No one questions 
the high purpose of either Chairman Denman 
tor General Goethals. No one has breathed a 
f^ord of aspersion upon the motives of either, 
l^ut there is the deadlock into which they 
lave come to grips of conflicting views and 
feach is destroying his own usefulness because 
lineither is willing to concede anything to the 
^opinions of the other. And that is a situa- 
Ition that at the first test of harmony might 
raplit a food board into three factions with no 
^wo of them.able to agree upon anything. It 
is not in any wise surprising that the presi- 
Ident holds out strongly for the food bill as 
Ijthe house passed it, providing for a director 
ijnstead of a board. 


This country does not need nor is it likely 
^0 require a food dictator with autocratic au- 
l^.hority and arbitrary powers as is the case 


Germany and as may become the necessity 
^ 
Great Britain. This country, by prudence, 
ijtational economy and a thought for the case 
I^Df our allies, will have plenty of food for itself 
[jand sufficient to export. What we need and 
i^hall continue to need is capable direction to 
'i;his end and a supervising authority to mend 
,«ur marketing methods, to prevent hoarding, 
jeornering and speculations and to take the 
food gamblers by the throat in salutary fash- 
Son. Modern marketing practices, improved 
distribution and rational price regulation are 
B poignant need in this country altogethe; 
apart from our necessities in war, as wao 
shown last fall and winter, months before the 
war cáme. 


-With the war on hand and many millions in 
jBurope condemned to hunger save for the in- 
tervention of this country with its abundance, 
there is no other side to the food question for 
Ainericans than that the uttermost shall be 
ttiftde of their resources. The sort of direction 
rthat promises best for this is the sort to have 
iind approve. There is no fundamental objec- 
tion to a board, but there are likely to be many 
incidental objections to a board.

The story of Bel- 
gium, the obliteration of Serbia, the devasta- 
tion of Poland and the shocking stories of suf- 
fering that corno from Rumania no longer 
shock or kindle warmth of sympathy, AVe are 
not hardened; we are merely stunned. The 
situation in Russia claims our liveliest atten- 
tion much less from concern for the welter- 
ing millions there avIio seem in fair way to 
commit hari-kari with their nation, their dem- 
ocracy and themselves than from the vital 
bearing the military collapse of Russia has up- 
on our own future as the war relates to it. 


After the wàr we shall doubtless fall back 
readily and easily into old ways in respect of 
"the news." Lj'nch.iugs, riots, sex crimes, 
race wars and industrial upheavals will have 
a restoration to ancient form and position and 
we shall go back to our old muttons in the 
"nine days' wonder" and enjoy ourselves 
very comfortably, perhaps to^ the extent of 
some forgetfulness of war. That is to say, if 
war shall not at length do for us what it has 
done for France, what it is doing for England 
and what we must think, if there were any 
way to get reliably at the truth, it is doing 
for Germany. 
Deprivation and sacrifice in 
every home and crepe on every door may have 
had some effect to stun those suffering peoples, 
but it is more to be thought that they have 
come to look upon the petty things that so far 
make up the sum of average life as not much 
worth while. There may come, too, a time 
when these sore stricken peoples will go back 
to the bizarre, the sensational, the abnormal 
for imagined relief from dull care—dull care 
that now must be very sweet and grateful in 
such memories as have not been shocked of 
all recollection of a time when terror had not 
become the household familiar. 


The "nine days' wonder" had its place in 
human affairs and if the place had once been 
exaggerated, it is so no longer. There is no 
account taken of it in the abilormal scheme of 
things.

Last spring everybody Was abjured 
to. plant potatoes, potatoes, potatoes! 
Back yards and front yards and va- 
cant lots all over 
the country were 
turned into potato patches. 
The re- 
sult is, unless other than normal meth- 
ods of handling the crop are provided, 
a very large part of it will go to waste, 
although every potato Is needed. 


Already in the big early potato sec- 
tion of Virginia and eastern Maryland 
thousands of bushels are being left to 
rot in the ground because local mar- 
kets are glutted and 
transportation 
cannot be secured to outside markets. 


Had the food bill been passed by 
July 1, this enormous waste could have 
been avoided. 
Hoover expects to be 
able to check it within a very short 
time after it is enacted. 


As soon as the bill becomes law, the 
food administration will provide stor- 
age facilities in every center of po- 
tato production and will buy at good 
price any surplus growers may not be 
able to place immediately on the mar- 
ket, or for which they cannot get 
transportation.

With this water taken out, the potato 
requires less shipping space, weighs 
less and will keep infinitely bettei-. 


Out of each 1,000 tons of potatoes 
for export to France We will first re- 
move 850 tons of water. 
Only 150 
tons of vessel space will be required 
instead of 1,000 tons, and the 850 tons 
of water can be put back in again 
when the potatoes are prepared for 
eating in France. 


These dehydrated potatoes lose none 
of their nutritious or edible qualities 
in the process. 


Sweet potatoes, of which the south 
promises a great harvest, will be han- 
dled in the same way. 
Many other 
vegetable ci-ops may be preserved sim- 
ilarly. 


All that is lacking to start 
the 
wheels of Hoover's big food regulating 
machinery is a final vote by congress. 
Till that comes his hands are tied and

Others

ning the war. 


Having made it clear that the gov- 
ernment will pay Just prices for what 
It must have, the president presents 
the case very clearly for the public, 
as follows: 


"The public is how as nvuch a part 
of the government as are the army and 
navy themselves; the Whole people, in 
all their activities, are now mobilized 
and in service for the aceomplishmeilt 
of the nation's task in this war; it Is 
Ih such circumstances impossible just- 
ly to distinguish between 
industrial 
purchases made by the 
government 
and industrial purchases made by the 
managers of Individual Industries; and 
It Is Just as much our duty to sustain 
the Industries of the ôOuntry, all thé 
Industries that contribute to its llf»» 
àâ It is to sustain our forces in the 
field and on the sea. 
We must make 
the prices to the public the samé às 
the prices to the erovernment".

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BREAKING UP A FIGHT. 


It is no reflection upon General Goethals, 
: it is no aspersion of Chairman Denman that 
they have been put under moral necessity to 
withdraw themselves from the government's 
I ship-building enterprise. The two simply 
could not bring their opinions into agreement 
and of course could not work together. Mr. 
Denman, chairman of the government ship- 
i ping board, had one set of ideas that he re- 
ffused to abandon; General Goethals, general 
I manager of the. emergency fleet corporation, 
•had another set of ideas that he would not 
':put aside. 


The war Between these two had been pro- 
ceding for weeks. Meanwhile, the work of 
building ships to meet the most critical need 
of America and her allies was lagging. Some- 
thing had to be done and President Wilson 
did it. He contrived in a way that evidently 
leaves neither of these two big men under any 
sacrifice of dignity or compromise of position. 
He got them to resign. 
Edwin N. Hurley, 
lately chairman of the federal trade commis- 
sion, succeeds Chairman Denman on the ship- 
ping board and Rear Admiral Washington Lee 
Gapps takes the place of General Goethals as 
general manager of the emergency fleet cor- 
poration. In the appointment of these two 
men General Goethals gains at least the 
triumph of his purpose, for both of them favor 
• t^e construction of steel ships, the point up- 
y on which Goethals and Denman could not 
agree. 


It appears that there was readiness on the 
part of Mr. Denman and General Goethals to 
step aside in the interest of harmony and 
make way for men who could bring the two 
branches of the government ship-building en- 
terprise into co-ordinated efficiency, though it 
is not to be doubted that President Wilson 
was prepared to effect the change with little 
regard for feelings if that had been neces- 
sary. His patience has had a severe trial in 
the stubborn contentiousness of the two men 
whose conflict of judgment so long has held 
up the ship-building program and the coun- 
try had begun to feel an irritation that soon 
must have broken forth in a demand upon 
the president to put an end to the row by 
getting men who could agree on what was to 
l)e done and set about doing it. 


Mr. Hurley is a business man of great ex- 
perience and executive capacities of the high- 
est order, while Admiral Capps, long chief 
. naval copstructor, brings to his position a 
practical experience and technical equipment 
that are invaluable qualifications at this time. 
It seems to be a happy solution of a most vex- 
atious and critical problem. The expectation 
now is that there will be no loss of time or 
waste of energy in disputing of what to do, 
but the marshaling of every resource of the 
government and the country to meet the 
U-iboat destruction of shipping with new ton- 
nage. The utmost that can be accomplished 
will be little enough until the allies have 
found effectual answer to the German terror. 


IT IS AN INSTINCT. 


It is instinctive in an American congress 
to conceive that unless it meddle and mess in 
the affair no war can be successfully prose- 
cuted by the government. 


It is recognized, of course, that republican 
senators of the Penrose and Lodge stripe and 
representatives of the Jim Mann kidney, are 
moved by partisan considerations of the most 
sordid kind when they propose measures for 
hampering and in some cases for hamstring- 
ing the government. 


'But not all the proposals for hog-tieing the 
^ovemmeni in the conduct of the.war eman- 
ate from republicans, nor is all the support 
thai such measures as general and miscellan- 
"ebuB obtain a republican support. Democrats 
no less than republicans in congress get the 
itcli to interfere and ineddle and botch and 


probe and investigate so soon as the country 
sets foot into war.; That, praise, hfe, has not 
been frequently, but often enough to prove 
the rule. 
. 
. . . 


This great conflict , in which America is 
now plunged will not be permitted to go far 
before congress will be wanting to create all 
sorts of committees and commissions for this 
and that and the other. There will be two 
war boards of strategy—one of some ninety- 
six members in .one end of the capitol and an- 
other of some four hundred and thirty-five 
members in the opposite end. 
Occasionally 
there will be a highly co-ordinated joint-effort 
of the two when things are most critical and 
the capacity for mischief i& greatest. 


Just now there are signs that the congres- 
sional strategists and saviors are of a mind to 
get busy and have their meddlesomeness all 
organized and ready for first opportunity, or 
early meddling whether there be any oppor- 
tunity or not. It will come in due time and 
there will be a vast energy and most incon- 
tinent diligence messing around, getting in 
the way, obstructing army plans and naval 
movements and wanting to know this and de- 
manding to be told that and insisting that 
this, that and the other be explained and call- 
ing on all the executive departments at once 
to inform the house or the senate or the two 
of them together all the whats, whys and 
wherefores of the conduct, of .the war. 


It will be a fine medley—that is, will be if 
the people of the United States do not rise up 
in anger and put a stop to it as they ought to. 
Congress is the people's branch of the gov- 
ernment and must be preserved, even if all 
else should go by the board, but the people 
ought to insist that their branch of the gov- 
ernment refrain if possible from going crazy 
with the heat, as soon as the nation enters up- 
on the terrible task of fighting for its life. 


There can be no entire escape from non- 
sense of the kind, but if it could be kept at 
the minimum the risks of combat, the cost in 
treasure, the sacrifice of blood would be less 
and the chances of a great and glowing vic- 
tory would be much improved. 


NOT SHIRKING OR PIKING. 


The government will ask congress for five 
more billions with which to carry on the war. 


That looks not only like serious business, 
but full realization of and preparation for 
serious business, not a mere moral and finan- 
cial participation in the conflict. 


The armies are to be increased to about one 
and three-quarters of a million men. There 
are to be one million of them in Prance by 
spring. Airplanes in flocks not to be num- 
bered are to take command of the skies and 
keep it. Allies are to be financed to all pos- 
sible effect. Shipping made indisputably sec- 
ond on the seas.

It will take billions and more billions be- 
fore the ''world is made safe for democracy," 
and now upon rich America falls the burden 
of providing these astounding bulks of golden 
treasure. 


The dispatches a few days ago stated that 
in a recent conference Emperor William had 
expressed something like contempt for Amer- 
ica's part in the war. In his salutatory the new 
chancellor. Dr. Michaelis, spoke of the United 
States as of negligible importance. Inspired 
newspapers of the German empire seek to min- 
imize to their readers the weight of this coun- 
try as a factor in the war. 


Three years ago the same contempt was ex- 
hibited toward Great Britain as a war factor. 
The time since then has served to make Great 
Britain second only to Germany herself as a 
military power, ^hat will a similar three 
years accomplish in the transformation of the 
United States, with its greater resources, its 
vaster wealth, its more numerous millions and 
its recognized genius for organization and for 
creation ? 


When Senator Penrose wants to know how 
public money is spent for war or any other 
public purpose. Senator Penrose is sincere. 
Senator Penrose is political boss in a state 
where public money is accounted for to the 
last penny and where public scandals and 
graft outrages are things unheard of. Senator 
Penrose will have things right in Washington 
if he is given half a chance. He is one of 
very finest little watchdogs of the treasury 
and he was trained where education is perfect. 


The government opines that about five bil- 
lions will be needed to finance the next period 
of the war. About that, we should guess, af- 
ter scanning some of the debit accounts of 
the nations over the seas that have been in 
the game for some time and know how to 
play it. 


The new chancellor of the German empire 
tells the reichstag that America is an almost 
negligible quantity in the war. Perhaps. But 
America is doing and will do quite a lot to feed 
the folks Germany's U-boat campaign is de- 
signed to starve. Is that negligible? 


President Wilson made it easy for every- 
body involved in the shipping board unpleas- 
antness to get out with no spots on his record- 
That was considerate, but a few days more 
and it would not have been poisible.

Unlimited Patience Toward 
Russia Needed to Aid That 
Country to Reach the Goa 


(BY REM. A. JOHNSTON.) 


Just now most Americans are feel- 
ing very much like stoning the bear 
that walks 
sometimes 
like 
a màn. 
And, in a measure; their doubt and 
their enmity are things to be.expected. 
In view of Russia's drunken wabbling 
from side to side under the stupend- 
ous load the allies have placed upon 
her. 


But we ought to remember 
that 
Russia's training has been a severe 
and bitter one. 
Where we have had 
education she has had damning Ignor- 
ance and repression; where we have 
had favorable opportunities to pro- 
gress Russia has had autocratic and 
drastic restraint along all lines that 
make for essential growth in respect 
to national life. 
It is useless to com- 
pare the American people with the 
Russians because there is no point of 
comparison save that of common hu- 
manity. 


Russia's sudden sweep Into demo- 
cracy. pleased and terrified the world 
In its final analysis that revolt from 
autocracy savored more of 
anarchy 
than of revolution for principle, be- 
cause the people as a whole were only 
an unresoning 
mass 
of 
disordered 
units unfitted by education to under- 
stand what was 
happening to them. 
That their leaders could whip them 
into anything like shape in a 
few 
weeks or 
months—that 
democracy, 
used as it is to performing miracles in 
the hearts of people, could transform 
a nation of serfs into a highly civi- 
lized and 
ideal 
"community 
settle- 
ment," was a dream for dreamers, not 
for men. 


It was inevitable that what has hap- 
pened should happen. 
And we Amer- 
icans are not true to our own ideals 
if we fail to treat these helpless friends 
of ours with anything other than the 
most decided consideration. 


Probably this Russian line, which 
we hear so much about, may have to 
be stiffened by a few hundred thou- 
sand 
Americans, 
who 
know 
what 
democracy is and who are willing to 
fight for it in any part of the world. 


But even If this worst comes to the 
worst, we 
should 
season 
our ad- 
monitions with mercy and with un- 
derstanding. 


Gen. Hugh L. Scott has only the 
warmest praise for the Russian troops 
in action under Austrian fire. And his 
opinion ought to go far toward reduc- 
ing the doubts of those of us 
who 
have no correct means of determining 
the status of the Russian soldier. The 
great trouble, as It seems, is not the 
lack of courage—it is simply that the 
Russians 
do 
not 
fully 
understand 
what is at stake, what they are 
fight- 
ing for, and why they should 
fight. 
Anarchy among the troops is a nat- 
ural 
concomitant 
with 
revolution. 
Even the American troops, during the 
great revolt which gave us freedom, 
were at times troubled by inharmoni- 
ous action on the parts of whole com- 
panies and regiments. 


It must be wise for us then to hope 
for the best from Russia without ex- 
pecting too much or even asking more 
than we should ask of a much smaller 
nation. 
If the fortunes of war 
go 
against us in respect to what we have 
wished from our great ally, it will be- 
hoove us to keep silent and work a 
bit harder to do what is laid upon us 
to do. 


At all events we know that patience 
must be our watchword, and we may 
remember that whatever we sow must 
be returned to us by the wheel of fate 
and time. 
It is impossible to sacrifice 
for another without benefiting in the 
long run by this sacrifice.

To Can String Beans 
in the North and West 


Use 
fresh 
beans. 
String 
them. 
Blanch them f r o m five to ten minutes 
in steam. 
Remove and dip 
quickly 
into and out of cold water. 
Pack di- 
rectly into hot jars or cans. 
P o u r In 
enough boiling water to fill the con- 
tainer. 
Add one level teasponful of 
salt to each quart. 
Put rubber rings 
and caps on jars into position, but do 
not tighten the wire clamps. 
Seal tin 
cans completely. 


Place containers on a false bottom 
of wooden slats or wire mesh in a ves- 
sel of 
water 
deep 
enough 
to 
com- 
pletely 
cover the 
containers. 
Keep 
the water boiling for three hours. 


Remove the jars; tighten covers; in- 
vert jars to test sealing and cool (not 
in draft as jars might crack.) 


Tin 
cans may 
be placed 
In 
cold 
water for rapid cooling. 


After the containers are cool, store 
in a dark, cool place.

together as easy, as it sounds. 
There 
weie on the gas stove two. containers 
for cooking, one a patented steam a f - 
fair and the other a lard can. 
Miss 
Garvin gave explanations as 
readily 
as demonstrations but pointers to fol- 
low for successful canning are given 
here for the benefit of Sentinel readers 
who were not there or who could not 
write down all that was told 
them. 
Miss Garvin recommends the use of 
metal spoons in preference to wooden 
ones. 
She m a d e the point that In us- 
ing a lard can the cover must not be 
put on tight as there is no way then 
for the steam to escape, while the cov- 
er to a washboiler is loose enough f o r 
safety. 
Miss Garvin illustrated 
ways 
to remove the hot can of i^egetables 
f r o m the hot water, 
and 
she 
went 
through the entire process of canning 
vegetables. She explained that blanch- 
ing is necessary to reduce bulk, to Im- 
prove color, to remove possibie 
ob- 
jectionable flavors, to prevent product 
from becoming mushj' and to do away 
with the older method of sterilization 
for three succeeding days of one hour 
periods. 
The important items in suc- 
cessful canning are these; Good mate- 
rial, good cans and rubbers, canning 
as soon as possible after 
gathering, 
blanching in boiling water and a f t e r - 
wards dipping in very 
cold 
water, 
packing closely in clean cans, leaving 
one-fourth Inch space at top of can, 
placing rubbers and can tops and par- 
tially tightening them, putting in hot 
water and counting time for steriliz- 
ing f r o m the time the water begins to 
boil after cans are in. 
At 
end 
of 
period cans must then be 
removed, 
seals tightened, can inverted and pro- 
tected f r o m draft. 
The blade of 
a 
knife should then be put into a can 
when it is filled to allow air to escape 
and permit of closer packing of the 
container. 
The scalding or blanching 
of string beans is 5 to 10 minutes, of 
beets, 6 minutes, of tomatoes, not over 
two minutes, of corn, 5 to 15 minutes. 
Time of sterilizing the above named 
products is beans two hours, beets, one 
hour and a half, tomatoes, 
twenty- 
two minutes and corn, three hours.

How to Dry Beans and 
Peas Told by an Expert 


Cooks m a y k n o w a great deal about 
beans and still not know how to dry 
them. 
Dried beans are the food re- 
quired most in famine stricken lands, 
according gto Herbert C. Hoover. 


The method of drying beans sug- 
gested by Uncle Sam's experts Is this: 
Shell, wash, spread in thin 
layers 
on the trays of the drier, and heat ten 
minutes, j g ^ n l n g a t 160 degrees and 
graduall^^ralslng the temperature to 
180 degrees. 
This high 
temperature 
is to destroy all Insect eggs t h a t may 
be on the beans. 
Cool and store care- 
fully. 
The heating of the bean 
or 
pea destroys Its vitality, so t h a t it can- 
not be used for seed. 


Lima Beans. 
L i m a 
beans can 
be shelled 
f r o m 
the pod and dried. 
If gathered when 


young and tender, w a s h a n d blasch^ 
f r o m 5 to 10 minutes.

Soak a muddy white skirt in sour 
milk. 


To take out a chocolate stain, rub 
and soak in kerosene and wash in cold 
water. 


Rub grass stains with molasses and 
wash in the usual way. 


For perspiration, use boiling water. 
Soak fresh fruit stains in milk. 
Use turpentine or benzine to remove 
paint stains. 


Milk, sweet or sour, will take out ink 
stains; salt and lemon Juice is also 
good. For small stains, wash with rice 
water instead of soap. 


Treat 
coffee 
stains 
with 
boiling 
water when fresh. 


Mildew is a kind of mold and most 
difficult to remove. 
Soak spots in but- 
termilk over night, then spread in the 
sun; or rub with salt and lemon juice. 


Egg stained table linen should be 
soaked in cold water before washing. 
If put into hot water the stain will 
set. 


To clean a soiled lace yoke or collar, 
rub powdered starch into the lace, put 
aside for several hours, then brush and 
shake.. 
The starch absorbs the grease 
whi h holds the grime. 


To clean white sweaters and other 
white woolen goods without washing, 
rub thoroughly in corn meal and salt, 
and set aside over night.

Rain water and soap will

machine oil from washable fabrics. 


Clean children's white shoes with a 
paste made of milk and whiting. 


A mixture of salt and flour will re- 
move mud stains.

Bank the surplus and leftover foods 
in the soup kettle! 


The wartime cook can put away ex- 
tra potatoes, 
carrots, 
tomatoes 
and 
other vegetables, also the essence of 
bones and meat scraps by turning them 
into soup, meanwhile having as much 
fun as the child who drops pennies into 
a toy bank. 


By preparing a can of soup at a time, 
her cupboard shelves will look as pre- 
cious to her next winter as the safety 
vault of a bank. 


But canning soup is still so much of 
a novelty to the average cook that she 
shuns the experiment. 
Thus she is like 
a soldier who disobeys orders. 


"Save everything," is Uncle Sam'3 
commands. 
Which means, "Don't rely 
only on old ways of saving, but try all 
of the new." 


So here Is how to use your soup ket- 
tle as a savings bank: 


Make any good soup after your fa- 
vorite recipe, turn it into hot sterilized 
glass jars, screw down covers loosely, 
set the jars into a water-bath 
and 
sterilize ninety minutes. 
Seal and cool 
gradually. 


It is a good plan to cook down the 
soup to a thicker consistency than is 
desirable for serving, and to add more 
water when a can is opened. This saves 
containers, which are now high priced. 


The vegetable portion of the soup 
may be canned alone and the stock or 
broth added 
when 
required. 
Good 
soup mixtures like good salads, 
are 
often made by putting together the 
things one happens to have on hand. 


A sample mixture which will make a 
delicious soup when meat stock l.s add- 
ed consists of one part onions, three 
parts celery (leaves and stocks), four 
parts okra, four parts dried peas, four 
parts 
parsley, 
six 
parts 
turnips, 
six 
parts 
lima 
beans, 
six 
parts 
cabbage 
and 
sixteen 
parts 
carrots.

K E E P REFRIGERATOR CLEAN 


HELPS TO LESSEN DISEASE 


A refrigerator is a device for pre- 
serving food by the antiseptic low tem- 
l^erature. 


The importance of keeping an ice 
bo.t clean can not be overstated. 
It 
should be kept scrui)ul0usly clean at 
all fime.s. 
Any liquid that is spilled 
should be wiped up at once and all 
crumbs removed. 
If this is not done 
these foods form a breeding place for 
germs. 


The ideal temperature of the aver- 
age icebox, which is between 40 de- 
grees and 50 degrees Fahrenheit, stops 
the growth of the bacteria only tem- 
porarily. 
Food that is allowed to re- 
main in the icebox too long will decay. 


In order to have an icebox work up 
to the highest standards of 
hygiene 
and efficiency you must— 


1. 
Keep it clean. 


2. 
Keep the ice chamber well filled 
so as to regulate the temperature. 


3. 
Use the foodstuffs as quickly as 
possible, thus lessening the time of 
storage and the consequent danger of 
contamination. 


4. 
Keep an open jar 
of 
calcium 
chloride in the food chamber box. 
As 
the top of the chloride becomes moist 
scrape it off until a dry surface is ex- 
posed. 


Be careful about placing milk in the 
refrigerator. 
If milk is kept in an 
open vessel in an icebox with meats 
and various kinds fo vegetables, it will 
absorb odors from them.

STERILIZE PEAS AND BEANS 


120 MINUTES FOR CANNING 


Wax and string beans as well as 
young tender peas may be sterilized in 
one hundred and twenty minutes. 


Remove jars from boiler or steril- 
izer, tighten covers, invert to cool and 
test the joints for leakage. 
Examine 
cans for leaks. 
Even the 
slightest 
leak if not closed completely at once, 
means that the product in all proba- 
bility will not keep. 


Do not place glass jars to cool in a 
draft which is liable to cause them 
to crack. 
Wrap jars in paper to pre- 
vent blanching, and store in a cool 
place. 


If 
peas 
are 
roughly 
handled 
in 
blanching or cold dipping, or split or 
broken pea.s are not removed before 
packing, the liquid in the Jars may 
have a slightly clouded 
appearance. 
If sterilizing has been properly done, 
cloudiness 
is no evidence 
that 
the 
product has spoiled.

Has Spent His Life Getting 
in and Out of City 
Prisons. 


Dan Donahue, 40fl fairly ran up the 
Btairs to the street when he was released 
from a loitering charge in city court a 
week ago. 
Ten minutes after Dan was 
goiie a query from Toledo, O., asked that 
he be held. Dan could not be found. 


Police are glad Dan is gone, in ..a way, 
because jails hold little terror for hira, 
and he is not a safe personage to allow 
at large in a busy business section. Every 
sort of "con" game has been his meat 
since he started his crime record when a 
mere lad. 
On the police card, when Dan 
was first arrested years ago, was noted 
that he gave promise of being a real 
crook. 
He has kept that promise. 


Detective 
Sergeant Joseph 
Brennan 
digging away in the Bertillion depart- 
ment in the city hall, has found an array 
of crimes credited to Donahue which no 
loiterer would care to face. Donahue has 
f 
one under the aliases of William Daily, 


¡dwerd Johnson, Frank Edwards and a 
few others. 


He was first sentenced to the Ohio peni- 
tentiary from Columbus when a lad in 
his early teens. 
He was con-\'icted of 
carrying out a brazen robbery in the Ohio 
city. The untrained wealth of blaxrk locks 
and the dogged jaw which are marked 
features of the youthful face portray a 
spirit which years of police hounding 
have not broken. 


Donahue served a six year sentence in 
the Ohio penitentiary. 
In 1897 he was 
arrested in Nashville, Tenn, 
He was 
charged with house burglary. 
He was 
convicted and sentenced to ten years im- 
prisonment. 
The next year he escaped 
from the Tennessee penitentiary. 
He 
was recaptured on Dec. 2, 1901. He was 
paroled after three years. 


Dayton police arrested Donahue in 1904 
lapon a charge of carrying 
concealed 
weapons. 
C!onviction 
followed. 
Two 
months later Donahue escaped from the 
Dayton jail. 
A burglary charge placed 
Donahue behind the bars in Columbus, O., 
on Dec. 27, 1905. 
He was in jail three 
months. 


On March 30, 1906, he was again ar- 
rested in Dayton on a charge of shooting 
with intent to kill. 
He was released on 
$2,000 bond. 
He is supposed to have 
jumped his bond as the record does not 
give completion of the case. 


A year later the wily gentleman waa 
arrested in Baltimore, O., on a charge of 
passing counterfeit money. 
He was sen- 
tenced to prison at 
Atlanta, Ga. 
He 
served a five year sentence ending in 
1913. 


Several months ago Donahue was ar- 
rested in Dayton on a complaint of his 
carrying concealed weapons. 
He 
was 
fined $100 and given a suspended jail 
sentence of thirty days. 


He is believed to hav ebeen in Fort 
Wayne but a few hours when halted by a 
patrolman 
and taken to 
jail. 
Police 
think there was truth in Donahue's re- 
mark when he he said he was "just look- 
ing around."

•nounced, April 20th, as a reason for 
this ruling, that "The welfare of the 
nation and the nation's defense are ab- 
solutely dependent upon an adequate 
supply of coal for all purposes." 


Reports to the United States govern- 


ment, Just available, show that in June 
the railroads of tho country hauled 
750,323 cars of bituminous coal, an In- 
crease of 26.2 per cent over June last 
yeav. 
That the railroads are also provid- 


ing a. much more nearly adequate 
transportation service for all classes of 
freight is indicated by the fact that the 
unfilled car orders, or what is called the 
"car shortage," shows a reduction on 
June 30th of nearly 50 per cent from 
the situation on May 1st. Tho un- 
filled car orders on May 1st were 158,- 
' 827; on June 1st, they were 106,649, 
and on June 30th they had been re- 
duced to 77,144. 


In this emergency, when the rail- 


roads are making the utmost effort to 
give the maximum freight service, it 
is gratifying to the railroads' war 
board to be able to report the fine co- 
operation they are receiving from reg- 
ulating bodies and shippers in all parts 
o£ the country.

Next to cereals, potatoes will be 


America's biggest crop. And next to 
wheat, potatoes are most needed for 
export to our allies and to our soldiers 
m France. 


Last spring everybody was abjured 


to plant potatoes, potatoes, potatoes! 
Back yards and front yards arid va- 
cant lots all over the country were 
turned into potato patches. 
The re- 


sult is, unless other than normal meth- 
ods of handling the crop are provided, 
a very large part of it will go to waste, 
although every potato is needed. 


Already in the big early potato sec- 


tion of Virginia and eastern Maryland 
thousands ot bushels are being left to 
rot in the ground because local mar- 
cets are glutted and' transportation 
cannot he secured to outside markets. 


Had the food bill been passed by 


July 1, this enormous waste could have 
been avoided. Hoover expects to be 
able to check it within a very short 
time after It is enacted. 


As soon as the bill becomes law, the 


food administration'will provide stor- 
age facilities in every center of po- 
tato, production and will buy at good 


or shortage. 
In cases where a par- 


price any surplus growers may not be 
able to place immediately on the mar- 
ket, or for which they cannot get 
transportation. 


From these stocks the government 


ticular market is glutted,' with conse- 
quent danger of loss to grower or of 
wasteage, the government will take up 
the surplus and thereby stabilize both 
supply and price. 


Immediately on passage of the law 


steps will be taken to equip a number 
of large dehydrating or evaporatin, 
plants for potatoes. Excess stocks of 
potatoes will be put through these 
plants as rapidly as possible, relieving 
the demand,on storage space and pro- 
viding a potato product for export 
which will save millions of tons ot 
shipping. 


Potatoes contain 85 -per cent, water. 


With this water taken out, the potato 
requires less shipping space, weighs 
less and will keep infinitely better. 


Out o£ each 1,000 tons of potatoes 


for export to France we will first re- 
move 850 tons of water. 
Only. 150 


tons of vessel space wUl be required 
instead of 1,000 tons, and the 850 tons 
of water can be put back in again 
when the potatoes are prepared for 
eating in France. 
i 


These dehydrated potatoes lose none 


of their nutritious or edible qualities 
in the process. 


Sweet potatoes, of which the south 


promises a great harvest, will be han- 
dled in the same way. -Many other 
vegetable crops may be preserved sim- 
ilarly.

To Can String Beans 


in the North and West 


Uso fresh beans. 
String them 


Blanch them from five to ten minutes 
in steam. 
Remove and dip quickly 


into and out of cold water. Pack di- 
rectly into hot jars or cans. Pour in 
enough boiling water to fill the con- 
tainer.' 
Add one level teasponful of 


salt to each quart. Put rubber rings 
and caps on jars into position, but do 
not tighten the wire clamps. Seal tin 
cans completely. 


Place containers on a false bottom 


of wooden slats or 'wire mesh in a ves- 
sel of water deep enough to com- 
pletely cover the containers. 
Keep 


the water boiling for three hours. 


Remove the jars; tighten covers; in- 


vert jars to test sealing and cool (not 
in draft as jars might crack.) 


Tin cans may be placed in cold 


water for rapid cooling. 


After the containers are cool, store 


in a dark, cool place.

She explained that blanch- 
n;; is necessary to reduce bulk, to im- 
prove color, to remove possible ob- 
joctionable flavors, to prevent product 
from becoming mushy and to do away 
with the older method of sterilization 
for three succeeding days of one hour 
periods. The important items in sue 
cessful canning are these: Good mate 
rial, good cans and rubbers, canning 
as soon as possible after gathering 
blanching in boiling water and after 
wards dipping in very 
cold water 


packing closely In clean cans, leavin 
one-fourth inch space at top of can 
placing rubbers and can tops and par- 
tially tightening them, putting in hot 
water and counting time for steriliz- 
ng from the time the water begins to 
boil after cans are in. At end 
of 


period cans must then be removed, 
seals tightened, can inverted and pro- 
tected from draft. 
The blade of a 


knife should then be put into a can 
when it Is filled to allow air to escape 
and permit of closer packing of the 
container. The scalding or blanching 
of string beans is 5 to 10 minutes, of 
beets, 6 minutes, of tomatoes, not over 
two minutes, of corn, B to 15 minutes. 
Time of sterilizing the above named 
products Is beans two hours, beets, one 
hour and a half, tomatoes, twenty- 
two minutes and corn, three hours.

supercede all hitherto published lists 
and rectify all errors. The lists have 
been prepared with the greatest care 
and safeguards ogainst errors. Print- 
ed by the most expert and trusted men 
in the government printing office they 
have been proof-read three times by 
veteran 
proof-readers. 


In order that each district board 


may bo assured of getting a list in thfc 
malls two copies are being mailed to 
each, one in one mail and one in an- 
other. The theory of this practice, is 
that if one list goes astray the other 
surely will reach its destination.
